' To the Electors of the Lacombe

Having been urgently solicited by 
friends of all parties, I eonsented to 
offer myself as an independent can- 
didate in the present Provincial El- 
ection contest, and a notice to that 
effect was published in the Western 
Globe and Alix Free Press twe weeks 
ago. 

In the short time before Electior 
day it will be impossible for me i 
meet all the Electors personally. 

In this letter I will try and make 
clear my position on some of the vital 
issues in the present appeal to the 
Electors of the Province, and also 
to the Lacombe Constituency.
